MINUTES OF A REGULAR MEETING OF 
THE FACULTY SENATE HELD ON MARCH 21, 
1975, IN THE FACULTY CONFERENCE ROOM, 
SIXTH FLOOR, LISNER HALL 


The meeting was called to order at 2:10 p.m. by President Elliott, who presided. 

Present: President Elliott, Provost Bright, Registrar Gebhardtsbauer , Adams, 

Birnbaum for Feffer, Boswell, Cassidy, Cottrell, Fox, Griffith, Grub, 
Kirsch, Kurtz, Lilliefors, Metivier for Linton, Morgan, Naeser, Nash, 
Pierpont, Schiff, Schmidt, Smith, Stevenson, Tillman, Vaill, Wallace, 
and Wood; Parliamentarian Schwartz. 

Absent: Albert, C. Elliott, N. Kramer, R. Kramer, Liebowitz, Meltzer, Reich, 

Sap in, Solomon, and Vontress. 

The President welcomed the newly-elected and re-elected members of the Senate. 

The minutes of the regular meeting of February 14, 1975, were approved as distributed. 

President Elliott asked if there was any objection to suspending the rules to permit 
Professor Schiff, a member of the Joint Committee of Faculty and Students, to offer 
an amendment to Resolution 74/9, "A Resolution Concerning University Policy on 
Academic Dishonesty,'' adopted by the Senate on February 14, 1975. No objection 
was heard and Professor Schiff, on behalf of the Joint Committee of Faculty and 
Students, moved adoption of the following amendment: 

That the following paragraph be inserted at the end of the 
section entitled "Procedures" on page 2 of Resolution (74/9), 
as adopted by the Senate on February 14, 1975: 

Students who can show clear cause for extenuation have 
the right to petition their Dean or Dean's Council to remove 
from their record the grade of "F-Academic Dishonesty." Favor- 
able action on such petitions shall require the concurrence of 
the faculty member and the Dean's Council, or, upon the non- 
concurrence of either, may be requested of the Board of Trustees. 

Professor Morgan seconded the motion. Professor Schiff requested the privilege of 

the floor for Professor Hill, former Co-Chairman of the Joint Committee, who spoke 

to the amendment. Professor Hill stated that the amendment represented an over- 
sight in the original resolution in the paragraph dealing with the petitioning 
process for the removal of the grade of "F-Academic Dishonesty," and that the 
amendment reflected existing practice although not all students were aware of their 
right to petition if they could show clear cause for extenuation nor that this right 
may be invoked sometime later than the time the original offense occurred. Professor 
Fox stated that, other than giving the student the right to petition for another 
review at a later date, it seemed to him that the amendment was already covered 
by Step 2 of the Statement on Academic Dishonesty. Professor Schiff said that the 
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amendment fulfilled one aspect of appeal that was not covered by Step 2 in that some 
facts might have been discovered later which were not known at the time the offense 
was committed. A discussion followed by Professors Nash, Hill, Morgan, Griffith, 

Schiff, and Dean Metivier. Professor Fox asked who would judge whether a student 
could show "clear cause" and, therefore, have the right to petition. Professor Schiff 
responded that the judgment would be made by the Dean or Dean's Council in conjunction 
with the professor. Further discussion followed by Professors Griffith, Schiff, and 
Morgan. Professor Fox stated that with regard to the grade of "F -Academic Dishonesty," 
presumably, if there were extenuating circumstances, such as physical or mental dis- 
ability, it was quite likely the grade of "F" was what was earned and the words 
"Academic Dishonesty" were included because of a problem which involved, for example, 
plagiarism. For this reason. Professor Fox thought that in fairness to the many other 
students and to those people who relied to a certain extent on the records of students 
that the grade of "F" should remain on the record and that only the two words "Academic 
Dishonesty" should be removed. Professor Nash stated that the wording of the amendment 
suggested that the grounds be moved from the right to a hearing to the right to have 
the grade changed and that this would be creating a substantive right in the student, 
upon showing clear cause for extenuating circumstances, to have his record expunged. 
Professor Nash said that it was his opinion that, if a substantive right was intended, 
the amendment should go back to the committee for further review. Professor Griffith 
said that the proposed amendment did not state what subsequent action might follow 
upon the removal of the grade of "F-Academic Dishonesty," and, if the words "Academic 
Dishonesty" were removed to be replaced by the grade "F," he thought that the student 
might feel that was not recognition of his right. Professor Griffith said he agreed 
with Professor Nash that a substantive right was being created by the wording of the 
amendment, but that the language was not clear, and he, therefore, moved that the 
amendment go back to the committee for further study, particularly on the point of 
what subsequent action might follow upon the removal of the grade of "F-Academic 
Dishonesty." The motion was seconded by Professor Wallace. Professor Schiff said 
that, while every student had the right to petition, petitioning was restricted, as 
it now stood, to the approximate time of the offense; whereas, the amendment would 
permit the student to petition at a later time. Professor Schiff said that this 
amendment did not represent a change from the status quo but rather a publicizing 
of the status quo. The question was called, the motion to recommit was put, and 

carried. 

3 Dean Vaill, on behalf of the Committee on University Objectives, moved adoption 

of Resolution 75/1, "A Resolution Concerning University Objectives," and Professor 
Schmidt seconded. Dean Vaill said it was the committee's intention, by introduction 
of this resolution calling for formal action by the Senate, to initiate a process 
of review and reformulation of the objectives of the University, as well as of the 
schools and departments. He said that the committee expressed concern that the 
objectives were not very clearly known by members of the faculty nor the student 
body even though they were published in the catalogue, and that no apparent attempt 
was being made to reconcile objectives of different parts of the University. He 
said it was the committee's opinion that a process of continuous review and reformu-^ 
lation of objectives was necessary, especially in light of the tension between economic 
and academic objectives, in order to keep the objectives alive and relevant. Dean Vaill 
called attention to the recommended procedures accompanying the resolution in which the 
committee proposed that certain steps be followed to implement the resolution, the first 
step to be concluded by May, 1975, and the second step to be concluded by winter, 197b. 

A discussion followed and Professor Wood suggested that Step 2 in the procedures might 
be changed to read: 

A select, small student-faculty-administration- 
trustee group will consider the several school/college state- 
ments of objectives, reconciling differences. This statement 
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will be submitted no later than the winter of 1976 to the 
Faculty Senate and, if favorably acted upon there, will then 
be submitted to the Faculty Assembly. If the statement is 
approved by the Faculty Assembly, it will be forwarded to the 
Board of Trustees with the recommendation that it be accepted 
as an official expression of University objectives. 

p rofessor T<T allace stated that she thought the May 1975 deadline was unrealistic and 
Professor Griffith asked the Chair if amendment of the recommended procedures was 
in order, since the resolution, not the procedures, was before the Senate. The Chair 
ruled that the point of debate and action was on the resolution and not the recommended 
procedures. Further discussion followed by Provost Bright, Professor Fox, and Professor 
Nae.ser. The question on the resolution was called, the motion put, and carried unani- 
mously. 


4 (a) President Elliott announced that the following Annual Reports had been received, 

including those additional reports not listed on the agenda: Educational Policy 

Committee, Admissions and Advanced Standing Committee, Executive Committee, University 
and Urban Affairs Committee, and Administrative Matters as They Affect the Faculty 
Committee. Professor Kirsch asked for identification of Resolution 73/8 referred to 
in the report of the Executive Committee. Professor Nash responded that Resolution 73/8 
was a resolution concerning periodic review of academic administrative officials having 
direct authority over academic programs which was adopted by the Senate in 1974 but 
rejected by the Board upon the recommendation of President Elliott. 

(b) Professor Morgan asked for approval of the list of dates for regular Senate 
meetings in the 1975-76 Session. The following dates were approved:

(c) Professor Morgan, on behalf of the Executive Committee, moved the nomination 
and election of chairmen and members to Senate Standing Committees, the list of 
nominees having been distributed, and Professor Kirsch seconded. Professor Morgan 
asked that the name of Professor Roger S. Kuhn be withdrawn at Professor Kuhn's 
request as a nominee for membership on the Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom 
Committee. Professor Kirsch requested that two alumni, Martin J. Kirsch and J. Dallas 
Shirley, be nominated for election to the Athletics Committee. There were no other 
nominations and the entire slate, including the additions made by Professor Kirsch, 
was nominated and elected. (The list of Senate Standing Committees for the 1975-76 
Session is enclosed with these minutes.) 

5 Under Brief Statements, Professor Morgan, at the request of Mr. Ronald W. Howard, 
Director of Alumni Support, read an announcement concerning the 1975 Telethon, the 
University's annual Washington telephone campaign for funds, which was in progress and 
would extend, through April 10th, and inviting faculty participation. Professor Morgan, 
on behalf of the Executive Committee, extended an apology to those faculty members 
who generously volunteered for service on Senate Standing Committees but were not 
assigned either to the committee of their choice or to any committee at all. He said 
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that the Senate was fortunate in having received a large number of requests from 
faculty for service on these committees but, in order to keep the committees at a 
working size, it was impossible to assign everyone to a committee. 

Professor Cottrell said he had been requested by Professor Vontress, newly-elected 
Senate member, to extend his apologies to the Senate for his absence at the meeting 
because of a conflict that prevented his being present. Professor Morgan said that 
Professor Reich, a new Senate member, also had a previous engagement which prevented 
his attendance at the meeting. Professor Cottrell said that he would like to request 
the Secretary of the Senate to send out meeting scheduling forms on his behalf to 
members of his committee so that committee meetings could be scheduled as soon as 
possible in order to facilitate the work of the Senate. Professor Morgan stated 
that Professor Cottrell was quite correct about the necessity of the committees 
getting down to business during the spring months but, unfortunately, the Senate 
did not have the clerical help necessary to send out communications on behalf of 
each chairman for his respective committee. 

Professor Griffith said that he would like to respond briefly to the Annual Report 
of the Library Committee submitted at the last Senate meeting. He said he would like 
to state for the record the situation of his department as an example of the agonizing 
circumstances resulting from the current restrictions on acquisitions in the Library. 
He said he had just been informed that the Librarian had reallocated some $18,000.00 
and that the Philosophy Department's allocation was in the grand sum of $58.00, which, 
added to the $374.00 remaining in the department's original allocation, amounted to 
a current budget for the Philosophy Department of $432.00 with $2,269.00 worth of 
orders pending. Professor Griffith said if no change was made in absolute amounts 
and allocations for acquisitions that the Philosophy Department would be unable to 
place any new orders for the next two years and, consequently, students would not 
have available for their use current books, periodicals and monographs, some of which 
went out of print very rapidly. Further, he thought the formula for reallocation 
which weighted graduate students 6 to 1 was inappropriate and particularly devastating 
to his department. Professor Griffith expressed the hope that something would be 
done to remedy the situation in which departments were not free to order books and 
periodicals in the time frame in which they appeared on the public market. 

Professor Schmidt stated that the formula used for reallocating the $18,000.00 cited 
by Professor Griffith was an experimental one and not to be taken as a definitive 
formula because it clearly showed some problems. He said that basically it involved 
student enrollment in a department, both graduate and undergraduate, together with 
an estimate of the literature of the field. He said it was obvious that a department 
with larger enrollments fared better than a department with smaller enrollments and 
that perhaps to make up for differences of that kind a basic fund would have to be 
retained: however, Professor Schmidt said that some sort of selectivity was absolutely 
necessary in deciding book purchases and he urged that someone in each department make 
a study of the critical needs of the department. 

6 "resident Elliott adjourned the meeting at 3:15 p.m., upon motion made and seconded.

THE SENATE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

ANNUAL REPORT 
1974-75 Session 


The Executive Committee calls attention to the attached tabulation of actions 
on resolutions throughout the 1974-75 session. The tabulation summarizes the major 
accomplishments of the year. 

The committee has acted on behalf of the Senate in the emergency situations 
which developed during the session. The committee has acted as mediator in cases of 
nonconcurrence which were settled before they reached the Senate. A Special Committee 
was appointed to consider the case of Professor Margaret McIntyre. The Special Committee 
handling the case of Professor Linda De Pauw could not mediate a satisfactory settle- 
ment. As a result, the case has been referred by President Elliott to the Professional 
Ethics and Academic Freedom Committee for formal hearing. 

The committee has served as an advisory body to the President of the University 
upon request. The committee notes that most of the recommendations of the Professional 
Ethics and Academic Freedom Committee concerning the revisions to the Code and Ordinances 
have now been approved by the full Senate. Final action is hoped for early in the 
19 75-76 session of the Senate. The Review Committee for the Faculty Organization Plan 
completed its work and the Faculty Assembly has recommended significant changes in the 
Faculty Organization Plan to the Board of Trustees. 

The committee served as the committee on committees for the Senate, nominating 
members and chairmen of standing and special committees and administrative committees 
as requested by the President during the session. 

The committee arranged the agenda for nine Senate meetings held during the 1974-75 
session. The Board of Trustees accepted the recommendation of the Senate and of the 
mail poll of the faculty that the All-University Assembly proposed by the Steering 
Committee not be adopted. 

The committee appointed two Special Committees, both chaired by Professor Reuben 
E. Wood, to consider problems presented by conditions in the School of Medicine and 
Health Sciences. The first Special Committee worked with the faculty of the school 
to establish a method to determine the question of confidence in the Vice President for 
Medical Affairs. As a result of the Board of Trustees’ action on December 9, 1974, a 
second Special Committee was appointed to answer the requests of the Board for response 
to their actions on December 9, 1974. The full Faculty Senate on February 14, 1975, 
received the Findings and Recommendations of the Special Committee and endorsed them 
without objection. The results of this action have been forwarded through the President 
to the Board of Trustees and the Board's response is awaited. 

The Executive Committee expresses its thanks to all standing and special committees 
for their contributions to the work of the Senate. Especial thanks go to Professor 
Reuben E. Wood for his outstanding achievements as Chairman of the two Special Committees 
referred to earlier in this report.

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The committee strongly recommends reconsideration by the Board of Trustees of 
Resolution 73/8 and acceptance of the principle of Resolution 73/8 reconfirmed by the 
action of the Senate in Resolution 74/13.

The committee also thanks Ms. Doris Trone for her superior work on behalf 
of the Senate throughout the session.

Further, the group 
will cast, for Faculty Assembly approval (Winter 1975), a 
comprehensive Statement of University Objectives. The 
Faculty Assembly will request endorsement of the Statement 
of University Objectives by the Board of Trustees. 


As a consequence: All concerned should be able to anticipate that the Statement 

of University Objectives would become a guide at all levels 
in policy formulation, resource allocation, facilities plannin 
personnel practices, course development, and related matters.
